W HEREAS the Fisheries of Ireland are much exhausted and Preamble, 
decayed, and the Laws relating thereto have become com- 
plicated, and it is expedient to consolidate and amend the said 
Laws, and provide a Rule tor the due Governance of the said Fisheries 
5 by the local Authorities appointed for their Control, and that for such 
Purpose all Enactments now in force in Ireland relating to the Fisheries 
thereof should be repealed : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
10 ment assembled, and by the Authority of the same,' That — 



I. From and after the -passing of this Act the several Acts herein- 
after mentioned shall be repealed (except as herein-after excepted and 
provided for) ; that is to say,

“ An Act for the further Amendment of an Act of the Sixth 
“ Year of Her present Majesty, for regulating the Irish

And the said several herein-before recited Acts are hereby repealed 
accordingly, save and except so far as the said Acts respectively 
repeal the Acts and Parts of Acts therein specified or referred to, 
and also save and except as to any Offences, Penalties, or Matters 
committed, incurved, or done, or which may be committed, incurred, 20 
or done, against or under the Provisions of the said Acts or any of 
them, before the passing of this Act, all which Offences shall be dealt 
with, considered, and punished, and all such Penalties levied, and all 
such Matters deemed good, valid, and effectual, to all Intents and 
Purposes, as if this Act had not been passed. 25 

II. It shall and may be lawful for the Lord High Treasurer or 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, if it shall to them seem fit, by Warrant , 
under the Hands of any Two or more of them, to appoint during 
Pleasure One or more Person or Persons to be a Commissioner or 30 
Commissioners of Fisheries; and said Commissioner and Commissioners, 
when so appointed as aforesaid, are hereby constituted and appointed 
Commissioners of Fisheries in Ireland, and shall he the Commissioners 
to carry this Act into, execution, and that all and every the Powers 
and Authorities in and by this Act given to the Commissioners of 35 
Fisheries may be exercised by the said Commissioners, or any One or 
more of them ; and that it shall be lawful for the said Lord High 
Treasurer or Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to pay to such 
Commissioner or Commissioners such Sum by way of annual Salary 
as the said Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 40 
Treasury shall think fit, and when and as any Vacancy shall from 
Time to Time occur in the Office, of the said Commissioners of 
Fisheries, by Death, Resignation, or Dismissal, to appoint during their 
Pleasure in the Room of each such Commissioner of Fisheries so dying, 

resigning, 
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resigning, or being dismissed, another Commissioner of Fisheries for 
the like Purposes, with the like Powers, Privileges, and Authorities ; 
and that it shall and may be lawful for the said Commissioners of 
Fisheries, with the Consent and Approbation of the Commissioners of 
5 Her Majesty’s Treasury, from Time to Time to appoint during Pleasure 
such and so many Persons to be Inspectors of Fisheries, and also such

VI. It shall be lawful for the said Commissioners of Fisheries, from

said Fisheries, and the Size of the Meshes thereof, or for the Prohibi- 
tion thereof, or of any Practice whatsoever tending in the Opinion of 
the said Commissioners to impede the taking of Fish, or to be in any 
Manner detrimental to the said Fisheries, or as to any other Matter 25 
or Thing which shall in any Manner relate to the Government arid 
Protection of the said Fisheries, or in relation to the Times and 
Seasons at which the taking of Oysters shall commence and cease, 
and for preventing the Destruction or Removal of unsizeable Oysters 
or other Fish, or for encouraging and promoting the Formation or 30 
Improvement of artificial Oyster laying, or for prohibiting the Use 
at any Time or Season of any Engine' of Device’ for the taking or 
Destruction of Oysters or Fish which the said Commissioners shah 
find to he injurious to any Fisheries or Fishery, or in relation to the 
fixing the Mouth or defining the Entrance into the Sea of any River 35 
or Rivers, in accordance with the Provisions of this Act, or for 
illustrating such their Definitions by Maps or Plans to be therein 
referred to, or in relation to the Times and Places or the Manner at 
and in which any Net or Nets, Engine or Engines, to be employed in 
the said Fisheries, shall be used; and it shall be lawful for the said 40 
Commissioners, from Time to Time as may become necessary,, to

10 Factory, and shall be approved of and confirmed by the Lord Lieu- Byelaws to 
tenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the Time £ e j j p 0 p r ™ ved 
being in Council; and all the said Byelaws, Rules, Orders, Definitions, Lieutenant; 
and Regulations, when so approved and confirmed, shall be binding 
and conclusive on all Persons as if the same had been contained in 
15 and enaeted by this Act; and provided also, that, One Month at and depo- 
least before such Byelaws, Rules, Orders, Definitions, or Regulations section In " 
shall be laid before the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland for the Time being in Council, for his or their 
Approval, a Copy of the same shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
20 Peace for each County in Ireland in which such Byclaws, Rules, 

Orders, Definitions, or Regulations are proposed to be enforced, and 
/with the Clerks of the Petty Sessions for each District in which it is 
proposed the same shall be enforced, and with the Board of Conserva- 
tors whose District may be affected thereby, and a Notice of the

Notices in each such Petty Sessions District ; and it shall be lawful for Appeal, 
any Party who may consider himself aggrieved by any such intended 
Byelaws, Rules, Orders, Definitions, or Regulations, to appeal to the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Governor or Governors for the Time being- 
30 in Council, against such intended Byelaws, Rules, Orders, or Defini- 
tions or Regulations.
